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PLANS to open a high-tech University 
Technical College in Harlow have been 
approved by the Government. 

One of 15 new UTCs approved by ministers 
earlier this week, the specialist college will be 
a joint venture between Harlow College and 
Anglia Ruskin University and give students 
aged 14-19 the opportunity to pick up voca¬ 
tional skills alongside academic qualifications. 

The flagship academy will specialise in 
environmental engineering and medical tech¬ 
nology, reflecting plans to build a new 
MedTech campus in the heart of 
Harlow’s new Enterprise Zone. 

It will also offer a broad gen¬ 
eral curriculum incorporating 
the core subjects of English, 
maths and science. 

Before turning 16, students 
will spend 60 per cent of 
their time on academic 
subjects and 40 per cent 
learning technical skills. 
After 16, the ratio of aca-

demic to technical learning is reversed to bet¬ 
ter prepare students for employment. 

Harlow’s UTC bid was spearheaded by 
Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who told the Star 
it will “transform” the lives of youngsters in 
the town. 

“This is an incredible day for Harlow,” he 
said. “This will mean millions of pounds of 
new investment for the town, new jobs and 
regeneration. It will give local youngsters the 
chance to get high-tech skills and opportuni¬ 
ties for the future.” 

He added: “Harlow is an entrepreneurial 
town and we already have the highest business 
growth in the UK. The Enterprise Zone open¬ 
ing next year will give us 5,000 extra jobs, and 
low-tax business climate. 

“But this new University Technical College 
will help to make sure that local Harlow 
youngsters benefit. For far too long we suf¬ 


fered from a problem with youth unemploy¬ 
ment. This new high-tech apprentice school 
will be a huge boost.” 

The UTC, which is expected to be be based 
at Harlow College’s Velizy Avenue campus, 
will be awarded around £10m of funding to 
either convert and equip existing buildings or 
pay for a complete new build. 

After welcoming its first intake of students 
within the next two years, the high-tech facili¬ 
ty will then be funded in the same way as 
existing academy schools. 

Harlow College principal Colin Hindmarch 
said: “The new UTC will have a strong focus 
on developing the skills needed for employ¬ 
ment. This will considerably increase the job 
chances for young people in Harlow, Essex 
and the wider area. 

“Harlow UTC is ideally placed at the 
Harlow College campus. It’s easily accessible 
with excellent road and public transport links 
and there will be shared services with UTC 
students being able to take advantage of our 
excellent college facilities.”

Disabled OAP latest 
victim of ^ 
scooter 
thieves 


A DISABLED pensioner says he has 
been left a “virtual prisoner” in his 
own home after his mobility scooter 
was stolen. 

David West (73), of Commonfields, 
Harlow, became the third victim of thieves in 
just over a week after having his TGA three- 
wheeler taken from outside his home last 
Wednesday night. 

Mr West, who suffers from Parkinson’s 
and asthma and struggles to walk without 
the aid of a frame, had just read about the 
scooter theft heartbreak of his friends Roy 
and Joy Ashbee in last week’s Star when a 
friend knocked on his door to tell him his 
own vehicle had been taken. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” he said. “No soon¬ 
er had I read the front page of the Star about 
my friends’ scooters being nicked than I was 
being told my own one had been pinched. 

“I can’t walk very far anymore and used 
that scooter to get everywhere. Now I’m a 
virtual prisoner in my own home.

Scissor stab accused guilty of GBH 
but cleared of attempted murder 


A MAN accused of attempt¬ 
ed murder after claiming he 
heard voices in his head 
telling him to stab his victim 
has been cleared of the 
charge. 

Barry Payne (46) picked 
up a pair of scissors and 
stabbed Barry Thompson 
before telephoning the emer¬ 
gency services to tell them 
what he had done. 

Mr Thompson suffered a 
nick wound to the heart 
which, although not fatal, 
was life-threatening. He was 
airlifted to hospital where he 
underwent emergency sur¬ 
gery to stem the bleeding. 

Payne, of Northbrooks, 
Harlow, was acquitted at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Friday of the charge of 
attempted murder but but 
found guilty of wounding 
with intent to cause grievous 
bodily harm. 

Judge Anthony Goldstaub 
called for psychaitric reports 
and adjourned sentence until 
July 2. 

During the trial the jury 
was played a recording of the 


999 call made by Payne in 
which he told the operator: 
“Hello mate, I’ve stabbed 
someone. They’re in my 
house.” 

Asked where he stabbed 
the victim, Payne replied: “In 
the heart.” Asked why he had 
done it, Payne said: “I don’t 
know why. Get the ambu¬ 
lance here now.” 

PC Stephen Hicks told the 
court that when he and anoth¬ 
er officer arrived at the house 
Payne had opened the front 
door and showed them to a 
bedroom. 

“He sat down on the bed 
and I saw the other male, the 
victim,” said PC Hicks. “At 
first I couldn’t see any wound 
but when I got between the 
two males I could see blood 
on the bedding. 

“Payne placed his head in 
his hands and said ‘I stabbed 
him, I stabbed him’. He was 
arrested and placed in hand¬ 
cuffs. 

“He was drinking when he 
sat down and after he was 
arrested he picked the can up. 
I told him to put the can 


down and he put it on the 
floor. Later, Mr Thompson 
said: ‘I tried to defend 
myself, he only managed to 
stab me twice’.” 

Payne, who declined to 
give evidence during the 
trial, had claimed he was 
directed to carry out the stab¬ 
bing by voices in his head. 

But he had later told a psy¬ 
chiatrist that Mr Thompson 
had been staying intermit¬ 
tently at his home without 
paying his way and had also 
been given free alcohol. 

Payne said that as a result 
he had been forced to sleep in 
a chair, telling police: “I 
always felt used. I warned 
him about keeping hanging 
round.” 

During his time at the 
police station after his arrest, 
he said: “I can’t believe I did 
it. I was sleeping, just woke 
up and stabbed him. 

“A voice in my head has 
been telling me to do it for a 
while. Voices in my head told 
me to do it. I just picked up 
the scissors. I’ve heard voices 
telling me to do bad things.” 


Assault victim refused to hand over cash

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Pitney Bowes confirms plans to move 450 staff away from Harlow 



HUNDREDS of staff at one of Har¬ 
low's biggest employers have been 
told they must relocate to Hatfield 
or risk losing their jobs. 

Office supplies firm Pitney Bowes 
announced this week that it was 
pushing ahead with plans to move 
two-thirds of its Harlow workforce 
- around 450 employees - to new 
offices in the Hertfordshire town. 
The remaining 200 staff will stay in 
Harlow, although they will be 
moving out of the Pinnacles site 
occupied by the company for the 


past 45 years to new premises 
elsewhere in the town. 

In a statement released on Tuesday, 
the company said it intended to 
retain as many staff as possible in 
the move and plans to implement a 
new office strategy to minimise the 
inconvenience of additional 
commute time by allowing some 
employees to work remotely. 

Patrick Jelly, UK managing director 
of Pitney Bowes, said: "It was our 
original intention to find suitable 
premises in Harlow and the 


business worked very closely with 
the local council to make this a 
reality. 

"Regretfully the options available 
did not meet our requirements, 
leading the business to conclude 
that the relocation of 450 of our 
people to Hatfield is required." 

The decision to relocate was taken 
after an operational review deemed 
the Harlow site unfit for purpose. 
The firm subsequently looked into 
the possibility of purchasing the 
former Nortel offices in London 


Road but came to the conclusion 
the vacant site was "commercially 
unviable" as it would have taken a 
significant amount of time and 
investment to refurbish. 

Mr Jelly added: "We are pleased, 
however, that we are able to renew 
our commitment to the Harlow 
community by investing in new 
premises in the area for around 200 
staff. 

"This means that we will continue 
to play an important part in the 
Harlow economy."

A DOG owner has spoken of her horror after being 
attacked by another dog while out walking her pet. 

Marlene Mardle (58), of Coalport Close, Harlow required 
hospital treatment after being bitten on the hand and leg as 
she desperately tried to drag the Staffordshire Bull Terrier off 
her Jack Russell, Bella.

She added: “Next time it could be a 
child. I just want to warn people walking 
their dogs in the area to be wary of this dog. 
In my view it should be destroyed.” 

Police confirmed they are investigating 
the incident and have appealed to anyone 
who witnessed the attack - which took 
place on Monday, May 21 at 3.30pm - to 
contact officers on 101.

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Labour team take 
over cabinet posts

THREE weeks after his party swept to 
power in the local elections, Harlow 
Council’s new Labour leader has unveil¬ 
ed his cabinet team. 

Mark Wilkinson was formally elected as 
leader at Thursday’s annual council meeting 
after steering his party to victory over the 
Conservatives on May 3. 

With a majority of seven in the council cham¬ 
ber - 20 seats to the Tories’ 13 - his first job 
was to appoint the Labour administration’s six 
portfolio holders 

Deputy leader Jean Clark will take the brief 
for community and social inclusion, Rod Truan 
will head up housing and new councillor Emma 
Toal has been given responsibility for youth and 
citizenship. 

Election campaign manager Jon Clempner 
has been made portfolio holder for the environ¬ 
ment, former council leader Mike Danvers will 
take charge of resources and Tony Durcan will 
oversee regeneration and enterprise. 

Cllr Wilkinson told the Star: “It’s an honour 
to be elected as leader of Harlow Council but 
I’m fully aware that the real hard work starts 
now. 

“I now have a team in place to lead on the 
issues which are important to improving 
Harlow as a great place to live.” 

In a shake-up of the cabinet system intro¬ 
duced by the former Conservative administra¬ 
tion last year, a further three Labour councillors 


- Dennis Palmer, Daniella Pritchard and Phil 
Waite - will also be eligible to attend meetings 
of the cabinet and speak on relevant issues at 
the discretion of the leader, although they will 
not have voting rights. 

The council also resolved to reserve three 
non-portfolio holding cabinet seats with full 
voting rights for members of the opposition, an 
offer turned down by the Tories who opted to 
name a shadow cabinet instead. 

To assist the cabinet in developing its poli¬ 
cies, two overview working groups were also 
set up - one for resources, housing and gover¬ 
nance and the other for community, citizenship, 


regeneration and environment - along with an 
audit and standards committee, scrutiny com¬ 
mittee and call-in sub committee. 

According to the new administration there 
will be no increase in costs associated with any 
of the changes. 

Cllr Wilkinson added: “My administration is 
very aware of the challenges that the council 
faces and of the difficult choices that are ahead. 

“An immediate priority is to look at how we 
can provide more social housing and improve 
the environment. I am committed to listening to 
local people and this is clearly going to be 
important in the coming months.” 



Chance to celebrate

I AM very proud and 
privileged to be writing my 
first article for the Star as 
leader of Harlow Council but 
more importantly the first 
Labour leader for 10 years. 
The residents of Harlow have 
not returned us to power just 
to be proud, though, but to do 
a job of work.

A NYONE stuck for ideas on 
how to celebrate the Queen’s 
diamond jubilee this weekend 
could take a few pointers from the 
patriotic patrons of Old Harlow 
pub The Crown.

Charismatic landlady Peggy Connolly laid 
on a special coach trip to the racecourse in 
June 1977, even bringing her own chef 
along to prepare a feast of jellied eels and 
other East End favourites. 

Pennymead resident Pat, who 
sent in these two photographs 
of the coach party preparing to 
leave the pub in Market Street, 
said it was a day to remember. 

“As you can see from the group 
photo there were loads of us on 
the trip that day,” she said. 

“There were some real 
characters who used to visit the 
pub regularly back then and we 
had a right laugh on the journey 
down. 

“When we got there Peggy and 
her chef set up tables decorated 
with flags and red, white and blue 
before he served up jellied eels. 

“It was a strange experience 
rubbing shoulders with gents in 



top hats and the ladies in their 
expensive dresses, but we all had a 
lovely time. Peggy was a wonderful 
woman and a brilliant landlady.” 
Although neither Pat nor her husband 
Len (80) were gamblers, Pat said they 
had a stroke of luck on the day. 

“We’d never bet on the horses before 
but Len decided he’d have a flutter and 
his horse came in first,” she said. “I 
think the bookie knew we were green 
because he tried to fob us off at first, 
but in the end we left the races a few 
bob better off than we started.” 

Pat said that many of the group in the 


photo had since passed away, but she 
could remember quite a few names. 
“There was Charlie and Grace Watson, 
Dolly Lewis, Peter and Joyce Boxal and 
Jackie Berrett. There’s loads more 
whose surnames I never knew. 
“Hopefully the photos will jog a few 
memories; it would be lovely to hear 
from a few of the old faces again.”

Benefit cuts will hit 
those most in need 

SIR, I read with disgust that the 
Government is contemplating a 
further raid on hand-to-mouth 
benefits. 

Targeting claimants might be good 
politics but it’s poor policy. Despite 
claims that fraud and laziness abound, 
a reference to the evidence quickly 
distinguishes fact from fiction, a 
fiction that has led to an increase in 
physical attacks on the disabled for 
appearing too able-bodied. 

The Government’s own statistics show 
that under one per cent of disability 
claims are fraudulent, with less than 
18 per cent of the total benefit spend 
in the UK going on sickness, 
disability and unemployment benefit 
combined. 

The vast majority of the £100bn we 
spend on welfare goes on servicing 
the ageing population. Are pensioners 
to be targeted next? As the 
demographic most likely to vote, 
probably not. 

The rationale for further cuts is that 
this will encourage people to be less 
dependent on the state and find jobs. 

It was the same rationale used about 
cuts to housing benefit, over 90 per 
cent of claims for which come from 
people in work. 

The simple solution here is to build 
more affordable housing or cap rents, 
as they do in most other civilised 
countries. But this Government would 
rather demonise the hard-working 
individual receiving this help or, even 
worse, move them away from their 
jobs and families so that they are even 
more reliant on the state. 

I work for a charity helping people in 
financial need. We are susceptible to 
criticism that our appraisal of these 
issues is skewed. They are, in favour 
of cold hard facts and the knowledge 
that these cuts will leave many of 
those least culpable for our economic 
woes hungry, cold and stigmatised. 
What is happening here is unjust and 
in an educated, democratic society 
everyone has a responsibility to stand 
up against these benefit lies.

InForm 
Razed Roof 
Harlow Playhouse 

FOR anyone who has anything to do with 
Harlow, this Razed Roof production was a very 
special event. 

Bringing people together from a wide variety of 
backgrounds is what the ‘new town’ did in 1949. 
This feel for community was exactly what Razed 
Roof achieved in front of a packed audience in 
the main auditorium of Harlow Playhouse. 

The InForm project, funded by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund, ticked all the boxes when it came 
to a cultural appreciation of Harlow’s history. 

This was no dry collection of facts but a vibrant 
re-telling of the stories that Razed Roofers had 
heard from older residents. 

The play unfolded as a series of mini-shows with 
a linked theme. The audience’s attention was 
immediately grabbed by the boisterous calls of 
the newspaper sellers announcing the New 
Town development. Even in 1947 there was 
opposition to the building proposals and Razed 
Roof captured the raw emotion of fear and anger 
about the development. 

InForm drew on all the senses. Famous 
sculptures around the town were flashed up on 
the giant screen as the story progressed. An 
example was the beautiful dance performed by 
Yasmin Branch and Joe Cook, who took their 
child Emma Hutchin to recreate Henry Moore’s 
famous Family Group sculpture. The music and 
video that ended the show were sublime and 
thought-provoking. 

What makes artistic director Annette Lidster’s 
work so exciting is how large numbers of 
performers work smoothly together on stage 
while captivating the audience with their 
individual performances. 

A special mention must be made for Carrie 
Webster who so ably understudied a Razed Roof 
favourite, Simon Mok. 

This was a great night out for the appreciative 
audience who left with the warm, inner glow 
that their time in Harlow had been rightly 
celebrated.

One Night Only

FOR one night only Harlow Theatre Company 
presented an evening of improvisational comedy 
devised and hosted by HTC stalwart Jim 
Thompson. 

Based loosely on Whose Line Is It Anyway and 
Fast and Loose, four intrepid HTC members 
played out a total of fourteen ‘games’ including 
the well-known party quirks, a pastiche of Blind 
Date and finding an imaginative use for some 
unusual props. 

The inimitable Jim Thompson got the evening 
off to a good start with a short stand-up routine, 
warming the audience up nicely for what was to 
come before settling down to host the show. 

All of the improvisations were received with 
hilarity and the audience made their own 
contribution when invited to suggest settings or 
themes for some of the games. 

Working without a script and spontaneously 
coming up with ideas is a tricky business and 
Danielle Brown, Maggie Ellis, Wendy Parsley and 
Kyle Jaggers all performed bravely and 
energetically. 

Her 
appealing stage presence and use of a quick wit 
generally proved more effective than the 
overworked references to body parts used by 
some of the other performers.

This show was part of the Harlow Festival and 
was the first time HTC had appeared at The 
Playhouse for 17 years. While they continue to 
impress at Victoria Hall, it would be good to see 
them back at the town centre theatre in the 
future with something more scripted.

IT is more than 30 years since Ridley 
Scott proved that in space, everyone can 
hear you scream - loudly. 

Now, in what is one of the most hotly 
anticipated releases of the year, the Oscar- 
nominated director returns to the science- 
fiction genre and the ultimate deep space 
killing machine: Alien. 

Prometheus is a prequel of sorts, offering 
tantalising clues to the origins of the acid- 


blooded predator and the human race. 

In the late 21st century, the Weyland-Yutani 
Corporation finances an archaeological dig led 
by Meredith Vickers (Charlize Theron) to 
uncover the secrets of an alien race known as 
the Engineers. 

Vickers recruits astrophysicist Dr Elizabeth 
Shaw (Noomi Rapace), xenoarchaeologist Dr 
Theo Zedmore (Guy Pearce) and fellow 
astrophysicist (Ben Foster) to lead the mission 
and they discover vital information plotting 
the location of the Engineers’ home planet. 
Determined to learn more about these 
omnipotent creatures, Vickers spearheads a 


mission to the far-off solar system. A 
spaceship called Prometheus captained by 
Jeremiah Janek (Idris Elba) provides the 
transport and Vickers bolsters the crew with 
top men and women in their fields including 
medical officer Fifield (Sean Harris) and 
engineer Yuri (Rafe Spall). 

Operations android David 4.0 (Michael 
Fassbender) keeps a dispassionate eye on 
proceedings but as the party touches down on 
the Engineers’ home world they are woefully 
unprepared for the horrors that await them 
and they must fight a terrifying battle to save 
the future of the human race.

When you buy a property that needs 
work, you usually hope to be able to 
recoup the cost of renovation by 
adding significantly to the future selling 
price. That s the theory anyway! But 
getting the builders in can be stressful, 
and we have all heard stories of 
extortionate costs, unforeseen extras, 
no-shows, and poor, even dangerous, 
workmanship. 

When assessing trades people, there 
are several things you can do to avoid 
disappointment or financial loss. For 
example: 

• Ask a friend in an allied 
profession such as a surveyor or 
architect to recommend names of 
proven trades people. 

• Don t rely on your own 
guesstimates! Decide what you want to 
do, get several quotes (not estimates) 
and work your budget around these. 

• Don t give details of your 
budget to the builder. 

• Factor in incidentals such as 
alterations to plumbing, wiring or tiling 
that may be affected by your work. Get 
quotes from specialists. 

• Tradespeople work best with 


people they know, so ask your chosen 
builder to recommend other specialists. 

• Don t be afraid to ask to see 
previous work and speak to the client. 

• Don t overlook the cost of 
removing rubble, old carpets, etc. Skips 
bulk out quickly and can cost over 
£150 a time. 

• Request an invoice in stages, 
and avoid cash in hand . 

• Ask if any discount 
associated with the builder s trade 
accounts will be passed on to you. If so, 
ask for receipts. 

• Agree a finish date with 
penalties for failing to meet deadlines. 

• Decide how realistic it will 

be to live in the property during 
renovation. Could this slow the builder 
down? 

• Qualifications and 
memberships give a good indication of 
professionalism. E.g. Guild of Master 
Craftsmen builders, CORGI registered 
plumbers, NECEIC approved 
electricians. 

With the building trades you really do 
get what you pay for, so avoid the 
temptation to cut corners!

I T might be a cliche but it’s true that 
you can’t afford to stand still in the 
car business. 

As fuel prices continue to rise and 
buyers seek more efficient modes of 
transport, the key to any future success 
will be to produce vehicles that offer 
meaningful savings. However, achieving 
this without impacting negatively on the 
ownership experience isn’t easy. 

Mazda hopes it has cracked it with the 
development of a suite of efficiency and 
performance improvements that it can 
apply to whole range of vehicles. 
Dubbed ‘Skyactiv’ by the Japanese car 
maker, it hopes the various 
developments will help to enhance its 
future models in the eyes of buyers. 

First up to get the treatment is the new 
mid-size SUV, the CX-5. Sitting below 
the long running CX-7, this new model 
is a five-seater with the option of front 
and four-wheel drive plus the choice of 
diesel and petrol engine and manual and 
auto transmissions. 

Weight is a killer in the car business; 
not only can it impact negatively on 
crash performance and fuel economy 
but it also doesn’t help when it comes 
to vehicle agility. High-rise SUVs often 
feel it the most, which is why Mazda

has chosen a combination of stronger 
and lighter weight materials for the CX- 
5’s construction. This hasn’t come at the 
expense of safety, as the company is 
keen to stress that it’s spent 
considerable time fine-tuning crash 
structures as part of its Skyactiv 
philosophy. 

SUV agility is another area for 
improvement. The company wanted to 
ensure the CX-5 complimented and not 
blighted the reputation of the likes of 
the MX-5 roadster and 6 family car. 

The good news is that the engineers 
have largely succeeded, with the CX-5 
feeling uncharacteristically agile for an 


SUV Think of it more as a high-rise 
family hatch and you’ll get the picture. 
Weighty controls should appeal to the 
keen drivers while ride comfort easily 
rivals that of a conventional car. 
Despite the option of all-wheel drive, 
the CX-5 is no extreme mud-plugger 
but its behaviour should please those 
who tow. 

A lot of the CX-5’s on-road talent can 
be traced to its engines. This is another 
Skyactiv-themed element of the car, as 
the units offer low levels of 
consumption and emissions alongside 
above average levels of performance. 
The line-up starts with a 163bhp petrol 


motor for those focused on two-wheel 
drive motoring. Diesel power is a strong 
favourite among 4x4 drivers for obvious 
reasons - plenty of torque and sensible 
economy. Mazda’s take on diesel power 
for CX-5 is to offer two 2.2-litre units 
(148bhp and 172bhp). 

Among the various engineering tweaks, 
it’s chosen to fiddle with the 
compression ratios to maximize both 
economy and power, the end result 
being a very creditable 61.4mpg and 
119g/km CO 2 for the low power motor 
in two-wheel drive guise and 54.3mpg 
and 136g/km CO 2 for the high power 
unit when chosen with all-wheel drive. 
Performance is also brisk, with a sub- 
nine second 0-62mph time for the 
172bhp diesel and a 9.4 second time for 
the all-wheel drive 148bhp car. 

In practical terms the CX-5 performs 
very well. Mazda’s engineers have done 
a good job of balancing the need to 
reduce consumption and emissions with 
the desire to make the car engaging and 
interesting. That it rides well is a major 
plus and demonstrates that the firm’s 
Skyactiv-themed technology bundle is 
more than just a promotional hook. 
Staying with the practicalities of 
ownership, the CX-5’s cabin is up to 
Mazda’s usual high standards regarding 
fit and finish, while occupants won’t be 
short of space, especially in the back. 


Overall, the car’s cabin is as well 
screwed together and as comfortable as 
many of its premium-priced rivals. 

The CX-5 is also well equipped. Two 
core trim levels deliver a considerable 
amount of kit out of the box, with the 
base SE-L including a decent audio 
unit, MP3 player connections, 

Bluetooth, climate control, fully 
adjustable front seats, plenty of airbags 
and electronic stability controls. Sport 
adds bigger wheels, leather, reversing 
camera, upgraded audio unit and 
keyless entry. 

Each trim level can be boosted by an 
integrated TomTom-branded sat-nav 
while selected models can also be 
specified with a optional safety pack 
comprising lane departure warning, 
auto-sensing headlight high beam 
control and a rear vehicle monitor. 
Generous in many ways - equipment, 
performance, wallet-friendly economy - 
Mazda’s CX-5 promises to put the 
company on the shopping lists of cost- 
conscious motorists seeking a good 
balance of low running costs and 
premium-level refinement. 

With the promise of similar 
performance gains from other future 
models, Mazda’s new-found 
engineering talent shouldn’t be 
underestimated.

The former Mark Hall 
School student is thrilled at 
the prospect of being an 
Olympian, but wants to do 
well. 

He said: “The dream is to 
get a medal and get gold but 
I cannot control how other 
people do. 

“I have to focus on my 
technique and not be over¬ 
awed by the experience. 

“I want to perform to the 
best of my ability and for 
the younger guys like me it 
is a great experience for the 


following Games.” 

He added: “I will be in 
three events and the blue 
riband one is the three posi¬ 
tion one [prone, standing 
and knelling shooting from 
50m].” 

Huckle believes the 
chances of success in shoot¬ 
ing are more open. “There 
are the top 30 shooters in 
the world and all have a 
great chance of getting a 
medal,” he said. 

A taste of what was to 
come came on Monday 
when the British shooting 
team went to the Tower of 
London for a publicity 
shoot. 

Huckle said: “It was nice 
to wear the track suit. We all 
deserve our selection and it 
was nice that it was in a tra¬ 
ditional setting.”

Huckle has already compet¬ 
ed at this venue, so knows what 
to expect. 

The 10-strong GB squad is 
led by Richard Faulds, 35, who 
is selected for his fifth consec¬ 
utive Olympic Games and won 
double trap gold at the 2000 
Olympics in Sydney to record 
Britain's first gold medal in trap 
shooting since 1968. 

Huckle will be competing in 
the 50m three position event

Chiassaro a golden hope 


SETTING personal bests has 
become a habit for Richard 
Chiassaro and, even though he 
couldn’t do so at the BT 
Paralympic World Cup, he still 
took gold to keep his London 2012 
dream alive. 

The 30 year-old, from Harlow, 
secured victory in the T54 100m in 
Manchester in a time of 15.04 
seconds - less than 0.4s shy of his 
best - with compatriot Mickey 
Bushell taking bronze. 

Chiassaro set personal bests in 
both the 100m, 200m and 400m at 
the British Wheelchair Racing 
Association National Track 
Championships at the start of May 
to put his name firmly in the mix 
for Paralympic selection. 

And, after threatening to send his 
own records tumbling yet again at 
the World Cup, Chiassaro is 
relishing the opportunity of doing 
it on the grandest stage of them 
all. 


“The aim now is just to get 
selected for London,” said 
Chiassaro. “I’ve only been racing 
for three years so to make my first 
[Paralympic] Games would be a 
great achievement. 

“If I get selected I’ll be happy with 
that, and if I make the final 
afterwards I’ll be even happier. I 
don’t think I’m good enough to 
win at the moment but who knows 
in another four years? 

“Every race this year I’ve hit 
personal bests so I’ve got faster 
gradually. I was half a second off 
doing it again but considering the 
wind was high, I’m happy with the 
win. “I would have probably 
beaten it without that but you 
can’t have everything. I won and
